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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1 and 3-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Fukushima et al., US Patent number 5,799,289 (hereinafter 289). 

289 teaches an order management system and method considering budget limit. 
Specifically, 289 teaches an order limit (e.g. column 5; lines 30-31) and a budget (e.g. column 5; 
lines 55-56). Examiner notes that both of these items represent a value threshold. 289 further 
teaches an orderer inputs information on item to be ordered, an amount and a delivery date (e.g. 
column 6; lines 34-38). Examiner notes that this represents establishing a transaction, with an 
associated value. Examiner notes that this transaction value represents a calculated value (or 
predicted value) or the actual amount (real value). 

289 also teaches when the summed cost of the ordered supplies exceeds the budget, the 
collection process unit send an error message to the users terminal unit (column 7; lines 34-37). 
Examiner notes that this represents comparing the transaction value with said value threshold 
and managing at least one aspect of the procurement process in response to comparison. 
Examiner further notes that the above teachings further includes performing a supplier selection 
process and notifying a purchaser to document a supplier selection process characteristic. 
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289 further teaches supplier priority basis (e.g. column 6; line 40). Examiner notes that 
this represents establishing a supplier selection guideline and comparing documentation with 
guideline. 

289 also teaches the supplier selection means manages supplier information, including an 
order prohibition flag which represents a prohibition of placing an order with a supplier indicated 
by the order prohibition flag (column 4; lines 25-29). Examiner notes that this represents supplier 
classes as well as making a supplier determination based on the supplier classes. 

289 further teaches that an external data storage apparatus which stores all the 
information associated with the current transaction and historical transactions (column 5; lines 
17-40). In addition, the system includes a facsimile edit unit which is provided for editing the 
order information received for facsimile transaction (column 5; lines9-12). Examiner notes that 
facsimile information represents documentation. In addition as every transaction requires 
documentation, it is inherent that the documentation amount exists and it equals zero. Greater 
than zero the process is documented less than or equal to zero and nothing happens.
